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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach the electrical motor-operated vehicle as recited in claim 1 , 
which includes a frame and a pair of transmission. Each of the transmission includes a 
coupling element that selectively retains an associated ring gear element against 
rotation or permitting rotation thereof for selectively driving an associated wheel from an 
output shaft of respective motors at a speed reduction ratio. The coupling element also 
permits freewheeling of the associated wheel relative to the output shaft. Each of the 
transmission also includes an operation mechanism mounted on the vehicle frame and 
a transmitting system for transmitting the action of the operation mechanism 
simultaneously to both coupling elements of planetary gear mechanisms. This 
recitation, in combination with the rest of the recited elements, clearly defines over the 
prior art.
